The silver Jubilee services la honor 
ol lb* quarter-century anniversary of 
lb* H»* Joseph M Nardielio • rector- 
•tip over tbe Cbucob of tbe Beared 
I Heart began on Bunder morning with 
•n imposing religious eervloe led by tbe 
Blebop of tbe diooese. Upward* of one 
tbouvand people attended tbe eervloe 
Tbe cburcb wee beautifully decorated 
for tbe oocaeloo. and a ebolr and orcbee- 
tra under tbe direction of Uuaieal 
Director Martin Toobey. rendered mag' 
nlficeut tuualc.

Tbe officers of tbe maaa wbo celebrated 
with Blsbop O'Connor In tbe sanctuary 
ware Father Ter Woert, celebrant.

Dean Flynn and Father Corrigan, suh- 
deacoce. Father Wallace waa master 
of ceremonies , 

Tbe sirmou wee preached by Father 
Brady of Booth Amboy, and at tbe eloee 
Father Nardielio delivered e abort 
eddree*. In which be congratulated bla 
people on tbe work aceompllebed by 
them during tbe lest twenty-live years. 
Father Nardielio aeid tbe auocaee of tbe 
oburcb was largely due to tbetr effort*. 
Father Nardielio then thanked the 
Btebep and vleiUng clergymen for at¬ 
tend tog the service. 

Tbe visitors were entertained at 
dinner t>j Father Nardielio to tbe new 
ecbo«( ball In Liberty Btreet, while tbe 
Bister* ol Oirrl'y were dined In the 
ecb-tul bell tu State Btreet. 

Tbe vesper service to tbe evening wae 
also largely attended. Father Cody 
preached tbe sermon. Other religious 
services In connection with tbe Jubilee 
were held on Monday and Tuesday 
mornings in tbe oburcb. 

Pu* Hu participation lo the Jubilee 
week ayrvices took place Monday nlgbt 
In Union Hull, when addresses were 
made in the name of tbe community by 
the Bev. Father Byrod of Cetdweli. wbo 
spoke (or tbe cbutcb, 1 bonus Oakes 
for the townspeople, Q Lee Stout on 
Father Nardielio*# Interests and activi¬ 
ties as a cltltvo of tbs town, Scott Lord 
of Olen Bilge on the temporal power of 


large measure of praise (or wbat bad 
baan done (or tbe oause of Christ In the 
Bloomfield pariah. Father Byrne por¬ 
trayed tbe spiritual aide of Father 
Nardielio, work among tbe people of 
hie perish, and of blessings that had 
followed iw- He eloeed hie remarks 
Uh fervent wishes for tbe continued 
prosperity and growth of tbe Bloomfield 
pariah, and for tba spiritual and tem¬ 
poral welfare of Ua r so toe and people. 
Father Byrne's address deeply touched 
the people. 

Chairman Quinn neat Introduced Mr. 
Thomas Oak#* aa one of the elt'sena of 
the town who had always manifested a 
friendly Interest In tbe Church of lbs 
Bee red Heart and Its rector and people. 
Mr. Oekee responded aa foilowa: 

It gives ms great pleasure to meet 
with you oo this anniversary occasion, 
and Join with you lu_ eapreaatona of 
good will and hearty commendation of 
the grand work that has been done In 
this pariah under the efficient leadership 
of our frleod Father Nardielio, who now 
completes a quarter of a century of 
faithful service to this town. 

Those of us wbo oan recall the 
announcement mad# twenty-five years 
ago that an Italian priest bad been 
assigned to this place to care for tbe 
Intel eats of tbe Catholic oburcb, will 
remember that much concern was 
manifest and many thought a great 
mistake bad been made. Prob¬ 
ably not an Italian family lived wtthln 
our borders at that time, and one of 
another nationality, apparently, would 
have better suited tbe conditions then 
existing. But. my friends, all doubts 
are dispelled. Tbe development of tbts 
parish under tbe marvellous leadership 
ot Ibta Italian priest has put to alienee 
all critics, and we are met this evening 
to unite wltb you In commending the 
wisdom of that appointment 

To tboee of ua wbo have been on¬ 
lookers. It would appear that Father 
Nardielio came to this town at a most 
Inauspicious time. No oburcb, no 
parish existed, no services were held 
within the town. Tbe I nter est of Ibe 
Catholic population was divided be¬ 
tween Belleville and Montclair, where 
were located tbe neareet churches. He 
came unknown, unheralded, end I bad 
almost said without friends. I do not 
wlab to Imply that be bad auy enemies, 
but no resident friends stood ready to 
welcome him to Ibis place and share 
wltb btm tbe burdens be wae about to 
assume. 

With characteristic promptness be 
proceeded to gather bis people around 
him and Inatltute tbe regular and for¬ 
mal obureb service In one of' our,public 
halls. Hie people ware few la numbers 
at first, but ever Increasing and always 
loyal to him and bis purposes. Tue 
erection of a church oo Bloomfield Ave¬ 
nue was at once beguo, and within a 
few month* was ready for occupany. 
and then commenced the first regular 
service held In a Catholic oburcb !u tbs 
town of Bloomfield. From that day to 
tbe present tbe advancement baa been 
rapid and continuous. Church, ecboot- 
bousee, ctub-bouae, bail and rectory, 
and tbe establishment of a cemetery 
have all followed In quick succession 
Magic like, they have sprung Into ex¬ 
istence lo meet tbe demands of tbl* 
growing congregation. 

Under bla personal supervision all 
these buildings have been erected. 
His various accomplishments, coveriug 
aa they do all branches of tbe building 
trades, has been of especial value to 
tbls parish lo Its constructive work. 
T<> tbe casual observer It would appear 
that be Is bis own architect, bla own 
boas mason, bis own superintendent, 
and I bed almost said bis own wslklug 
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tbe Roman Catholic church, and Peter 
J Quinn, wbo on behalf of tbe parish¬ 
ioners of tbe Cburcb of tbs Bscrsd 
Heart pi sweated tbe reclot wltb a purse 
containing a Jubilee gift of ftl.&UU, sub¬ 
scribed by lbs people of tbe oburcb. 
Tbs exercises were Interspersed with 
music by Coffman's orchestra tod piano 
eeleettona by Ferdinand Hlmamrilch. 
A vocal solo, •• Tbe Ptomlse of Life, ’ 
by Mtvs Note Hickey, soprano soloist 
ot tbs cburob. was one of the many 
pleaslog features of the evsolng, and 
In response to an enthusiastic sooore 
Miss Utckey sang *• Believe me, If ell 
those endearing youog charms.'' 

It was nearly half-past eight o'clock 
when Peter J. Quinn, Michael N. Hig¬ 
gins sod Joseph Durr of tbe committee 
ot arrangements entered the hail with 
Father Nardielio sod a numtier of 
vteltljg clergy. Tbe large crowd that 
filled the hall and a large number of 
its oo the pisiform atoee and ap- 
vigoroualy until tbe procee- 
local party reached Ibe platform, where 
itbsr Nsidtsllo was greeted wltb a 
rty handshake by tbs people uo tbs 
^platform.

Tbla stalely building, unsurpassed for 
location, commanding tbe admiration 
of all. a credit to tbe parish, an orna¬ 
ment to tbe town, and let ua hope a 
laetlug monument to tbe uame of blm 
wbo baa given tbe energies of bla life 
In tbe founding and establishing of tbts 
parish and inis oburcb. The cburob 
exlata for use, not ornament.

Tbe tones of bar rich full voice filled the 
large bail wltb perfect ease. 

Mr Boubaud bae few superiors as s 
base singer In oburcb music. He be¬ 
longs lo Bloomfield, and tbe people here 
are proud of bis ability and talent, aud 
be la always sure of so appreciative 
welcome. Tbe solo selection from "The 
Queen of Bbeba" sung by Mr Boubaud 
Tuesday nlgbt was uot In accord wltb 
bla beet tine of work.

Mies Polbamus was assigned tbe 
arduous task of sustaining tbe soprano 
role In Max Bruch's stirring cantata 
'•* Fair Ellen.'* bbe acquitted herself 
admirably aud afforded great pleasure 
to her wide circle of friends here. Miss 
Polbsmus's work Is not new to tbe public. 
Bbe has been beard for several years 
la Westminster Cburcb, and baa done 
much towards keeping up tbe fine 
reputation which the quartette enjoys. 

Mr Handel, tbe Westminster quar¬ 
tette teuor, also sustained a solo role 
In toe cantata In a creditable manaer. 
Tbls part, being written for baritone, 
gave Mi. Handel very UUle opportunity 
to show the fine quality of bis vole*.

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An important public matter will soon 
demand tbe attention ot tbe people of 
tbls town. It la now well known that 
the Town Council recent)/ look Impor¬ 
tant steps towards purchasing land and 
erecting a municipal building. Tba 
alleged necessity for better fire bouses 
Impelled tbe Council to action In that 
dtreetloo. Tba Oouooil'a proposed ac¬ 
tion In tbe matter of a municipal bulid- 
wsa governed chiefly by utilitarian 
aod economical motive*, and the pro¬ 
ject aa outlined was Intruded to effect a 
reduction below lbs present reuals paid 
out now for town offices, police and fire 
headquarter* Tba Council's plan called 
for a neat and substantial brick building 
located on tbe north side of Washington 
Btreet between tbe Centre and tbe rail¬ 
road. 

At tbe June meeting of tbe Board of 
Trade David G. Garabraut brought up 
tbe matter of s municipal building for 
discussion. Chairman George Peterson 
of me Town Council gave tbe member* 
of tbe Board of Trade a detailed account 
of tbe Council’s plane tu tbe matter and 
tbe steps so far taken towards carrying 
It out.. Tbe objection made by Mr. 
Uarsbrant and others to tbe Council’s 
scheme was that tbe plana of tbe Council 
d'.d not call tor the kind of a building 
that tbe people wanted for a town ball 
and tbe location was not suitable. Mr. 
Peterson conceded tbe validity of both 
objections, but said that tbe Council 
was governed In Its action by s knowl¬ 
edge of the state of tbe public purse aud 
tbe Immediate needs of tbe town. Fire 
beuaee, Mr Peterson said, were an 
actual neceeslty, and tbe beat location 
for affording tbe most »ffljl*nt fire pro¬ 
tection was the principal question In 
view when tbe Council selected tbe 
Washington Avenue site, and It was tbe 
opinion of the Council that an addition 
of s taw thousand dollars U> the pro¬ 
posed Issue of bonds for ntw" bouses 
the Council to oouetruot a 
could also be used for all 
Mr. Peterson ad- 
*5o.(X>0 building on the 
Nseb Corner property would be 
much more desirable, but tbe present 
( Town Council did not Oeileve met tbe 
people were In a position lo assume any 
further bonded Indebtedness at present 
other than what wae actually necessary. 
Bums members of the Board of Trade 
were fearful that the Council might go 
ahead wltb the Washington Avenue 
plan, and It was decided to have an 
early conference of the Board of Trade 
Committee on Municipal Affairs and tbe 
members of tbe Town Council for tbe 
purpose of considering the project of a 
municipal building That conference 
was held Wednesday night In tbe Town 
Couuci) room, and a special meeting of 
the H >ard of Trad* will be held Thurs¬ 
day evening. July id. to bear the report 
ot the committee.
